Check Riots 
Over Berlin; 
City Seethes 


BULLETIN. 

BERLIN, March 5.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Berlin is order- 
ly today, as Gustave Roske, the min- 
ister of war, has taken measures 
which seem to be effective. There 
are indications that the strike may 
be deadlocked owing to the action 
of the Majority Socialists. 


The foregoing report would seem to 
indicate that the government forces 
have succeeded in quelling the disturb- 
ances described in earlier messages. 


BULLETIN. 

BERLIN, Mirch 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)\—The report was 
current today of the possibility of 
the. proclamation of a soviet repub- 
lic, with Hugo Haase, former sec- 
retary for foreign affairs, at its 
head. 


BERLIN, March 4.—[{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—A Spartacan marine di- 
vision has seized police headquarters, 
dispersing the government troops. The 
reappearance of former Chief of Police 
Eichhorn in his old stronghold is ex- 
pected. 

The Spartacans are planning to at- 
tack Moabit prison and liberate Georg 
Ledebour, the former Social Demo- 
cratic leader, and Karl Redek, a Rus- 
sian bolshevik agitator, who was en- 
gaged in a similar campaign in Ger- 
many. 

A general strike has been proclamed 
at Bremen. 


Many Killed at Lichtenberg. 

Severe disturbances have occurred 
in the suburb of Lichtenberg, where, 
it is reported, tree policemen were 
killed and eight Spartacans were 
killed and thirty-two wounded. 

The police bureau in Berlin was 
stormed during the night and three po- 
licemen were injured. Several jewelry 
stores were raided and a large quan- 
tity of ornaments stolen. Bakers and 
grocery shops in the northern part of 
the city were pillaged. 

Three soldiers Monday night entered 
the rooms of the Imperial League 
Against Social Democracy, bound the 
cashier, and abstracted 40,000 marks. 


Proclaim State of Siege. 

COPENHAGEN, March 4.— The 
Prussian government has declared a 
State of siege in the police districts 
of Berlin, Spandau, Tetlow, Nieder- 
Barmen, and other suburbs of Berlin 
in order “to protect the bulk of the 
working pepole from famine and the 
terror of the minority.” 

Minister of War Noske, a dispatch 
from Berlin says, has assumed execu- 
tive power. 


Call General Strike. 

BERLIN, March 3 [delayed].—[By 
the Associated Presg]—The Nationa! 
Spartacus league and the Greater Ber- 
lin communist organizations have is- 
sued an appeal for an immediate gen- 
eral strike and the overthrow of the na- 
tional assembly and the present repub- 
lic. 
The organizations instruct their fol- 
lowers to assemble at factories to pre- 
vent work and direct them to avoid 
street demonstrations in order that the 
government may have no opportunity 
to crush the movement by force. 

Some 300 business and professional 
men and officers in the city, mostly 
adherents of the old order, held a meet- 
ing and decided to take immediate 
steps for organizing a general strike 
of all the non-Socialist classes as a 
counter measure. 
the debate at the gathering that the 
government officials believed such a 
strike would assist them effectively in 


the struggle against the “red terror.” | 


It seems doubtful, however, whether 
the speakers had any authority to 
speak for the government or whether 
the organizers of the meeting will be 
able to sway any considerable num- 
bers. 
Troops Advance on Munich. 

PARIS, March 4.—Bavarian troops 
opposed to the radical government in 
Munich are marching on that city, ac- 


cording to a dispatch from Zurich to 


the Petit Parisien. This announce- 
ment was made at the soldiers and 
workmen's congress in Munich by Min- 
isters Jaffe and Unterleitner. It was 
confirmed by several other delegates. 


“We Rob Parasites Only” ; 
Worker Gets Money Back 


Four men entered the saloon of John 
Laschober, 5001 Princeton avenue, at 
midnight and stood the owner and five 
customers against the wall while the 
leader took $35 from the cash register. 

“Have a heart,” said one of the 
customers. “ I’m,a working man.”

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NORMA COOK 
SAYS BRADWAY 


VOICED THREAT 


Supports Father’s 


Self-Defense 
Plea. 


BY PHIL KINSLEY. 

Norma Cook, 18 years old, took the 
witness stand in Judge -Kersten’s court 
yesterday afternoon and gave testi- 
mony which may save her father from 
the gallows. 

Although she was a witness for the 
state in the prosecution of her father 
for the murder of William E. Bradway 
on the night of Aug. 29, 1918, the effect 
of her story reacted in the courtroom 
in favor of the defense and J. Norman 
Cook left the Criminal court building 
confident of acquittal. 

Norma admitted that her father had 
told her last summer in Columbus, 
Kas., that he was going to Chicago to 
“ get” Bradway, her elderly and infat- 
uated admirer, but she also admitted 
something of far more importance, a 
point about which Judge Kersten him- 
self took a hand in questioning her so 
that it all might be clear to the jury. 


Tells of Bradway’s Threat. 

This new point was that Bradway, 
during a luncheon in Chicago with his 
little sweetheart long before the Co- 
lumbus episode, had told her he “ would 
choke Cook’s tongue out if, he ever 
started anything.” 

It was made plain to the jury that 
Bradway had threatened Cook before 
Cook had threatened Bradway and that 
Cook had knowledge of Bradway’s 
threat when he came to Chicago from 
Kansas to “ get” the man who had so 
captured his young daughter's affec- 
tions. 

The state produced witnesses who 
left no doubt in the courtroom that 
Cook had planned to kill Bradway; that 
he. was obsessed with the idea that 
Bradway was seeking to ruin his 
daughter if he had not already done 
so; that Cook went on Bradway’s trail 
with murder in his heart. 


Picture of Fatal Meeting. 

The picture of the stabbing in front 
of Bradway’s home at Twenty-ninth 
street and Indiana avenue at 10:45 
o’clock at night was shown in sharp 
outlines. 

There was the man in gray going up 
the steps—Cook—and the man in 
black—Bradway—meeting him on the 
porch. | 

There was the melodramatic excla- 
mation on the part of the father: 

“T have met you at last.” 

And the suave effort of Bradway to 
lead him away. Then the blow and the 
clinch and the pair struggling to the 
sidewalk. 

Then the picture under the flicker- 
ing street light of Bradway forced to 
his knees, staggering weakly away 
in the direction of the drug - store 
where he had had a peaceful ice cream 
soda and a chat with the clerk a few 
minutes before. 

Cook, his knife having done its work, 
ran down the street and disappeared 
in an alley. Bradway got to the drug 
store, his hand held to a place in his 
shirt from where the blood was stream. 
ing. 

This appears plain murder. — 

But so did the killing of Stanforg 
White by Harry Thaw. 


Plea for Justification. 


As in that famous case the plea of 
justification enters swiftly and strong. 
ly with the girl’s story as it was re. 
lated yesterday. 

As a result of that testimony Everett 
Jennings, attorney for the defendant, 
will be enabled to draw a picture 
something like this: 

A girl of 17 practically alone to 
face the perils of a great city and the 
temptations offered her by men. Her 
mother a woman whose control and 
judgment were not good. Her father 
driven from home by domestic dim 
culties, yet Joving his daughter befor, 
everything else in the world.

First rain, then sleet, then snow. 
That was Chicago’s weather menu yes- 
terday. Early this morning the snow, 
which was accompanied by moderately 
heavy winds, was still falling. But the 
weather man last night forecast clear 
skies for today. The mercury would 
drop slightly, he said. 

“T am going to take no chances of 
a big tieup,” said Superintendent of 
Streets Mitchell early this morning. 
“JT will hire all the men I can get to 
aid in keeping Chicago's streets passa- 
ble. This is the worst snow and will 
be the most expensive so far this 
year.” 

Sweepers were in operation for 
hours late last night and early this 
morning on all surface lines trying to 
keep the snow from blocking traffic. 

Conditions underfoot caused a num- 
ber of minor accidents to pedestrians.

Policeman, Shot, Turns 
on Bandits with Last 
Effort. 


William Schultz, private in the Six- 


ty-fifth field artillery, dreamed of the’ 


great adventure and was cheated, for 
he never got nearer to France than 
Camp Kearny, Cal. 

But William Schultz, policeman, 
traveling his post in prosaic Grand 
Crossing, found last night that which 
the armistice had denled him — the 
chance of proving his mettle as a man. 

He fell bleeding, two gaping wounds 
in his chest, but he pulled out his own 
revolver, took careful aim at the green 
motor car in which the bandits were 
escaping, and fired till the gun was 
empty. 

Game to the Last. 

Then he whispered to the old man 
bending over him: 

“ Reload my gun!” 

And he fired four shots more at the 
vanishing red tail light blinking and 
mocking at him through the whirling 
snow. Four shots, and then he was 
unconscious and the car had gone. 
But the old man says he heard the 
sound of the bullets rending wood 
and metal, and he believes that at 
least one of the two men was hit. 

Schultz, back on the force since Jan. 
22, pulled his first box of the evening

He walked slowly along Marquette

filling station at 417. There was a big 
greem automobile outside. Inside he 
could see Pat Murphy, an ex-police- 
man, now the station agent.

Shot Without Warning. 

There came the cry “A cop!” shots, 
the impact of bullets, two men brush- 
ing by him, sending him reeling, stag- 
gering, falling on the slush covered 
walk.

Then painfully he dragged his revolver 
from his hip pocket—under the heavy 
overcoat, and shot.

PRESIDENT’S SHIP 
ALL READY TO SAIL; 
MRS. WILSON TO GO 


EW YORK, March 4.—[Special.] 
—By 5 o'clock tonight the decks 
of the George Washington were 
all holystoned and swabbed 

down, the paint work carefully sponged 
and the ropes all neatly coiled ready 
for sailing before the crew were piped 
for supper. 

So that the president can be in touch 
with the shore during the entire voy- 
age, independently of the escorting 
warships, the transport has been 
equipped with a new high powered 
wireless apparatus with a radius of 
1,100 miles. 

The presidential party will be small- 
er than it was leaving New York the 
first time, as there will not be any 
diplomats or peace delegates. 

According to the instructions sent to 
the transport from Washington on 
Monday, in addition to the president 
and Mrs. Wilson the party will include 
Miss Benham, secretary to Mrs. Wil- 
son; Dr. Cary T. Grayson, aid to the 
president; former Attorney General 
Thomas W. Gregory; Prentisson Grey 
of the United States food administra- 
tion; Irwin H. Hoover, chief usher at 
the White House; Gilbert F. Close and 
Charlies M. Swem.

Favors Irish, | 
Wilson Says 


Guardedly 


New York, March 4.—[Special.)— 


‘| Delegates from the Irish race conven- 


tion at Philadelphia, who conferred 
with President Wilson here tonight, 
later issued a statement in which they 
declared that the president had ex- 
pressed his personal approval of the 
cause which they. advocate, but said 
he could not state his official attitude 
as a delegate to the peace conference. 
The conference was held in the club- 
rooms of the Metropolitan opera house 
immediately after the public address of 
the president. The twenty-five dele- 
gates were permitted to confer with 
the president only after their lead- 
er, Justice Daniel F. Cohalan of the 
New York Supreme court, had left the 
room. 

The president announced that he 
would not attend the meeting during 
the presence of Justice Cohalan, who 
was mentioned in the Bérnstorff cor- 
respondence. The justice was accused 
of taking part in Sinn Fejn plots in 
the Wolf von Igel documents. He de- 
nied these charges. 

States Case for the Irish. 

According to the statement issued by 
the committee, Justice Goff opened the 
meeting with the president, presenting 
to him a copy of the resolution adopted 
by the Irish race convention at Phila- 
delphia, requesting the president to 
work for self-determination for Ire- 
land. 

Justice Goff argued vigorously that 
Ireland came well within the descrip- 
tion of a self-determining nation as 
laid down by the president himself, He 
closed, saying: “ We ask you to pre- 
sent to the peace conference at Paris 
the right of Ireland to determine the 
form of government under whick she 
shalt like. Will you do it?” . 

According to the statement, the 
president said he did not believe he 
should be called upon to answer such 
a question, explaining that as the gov- 
ernment representative at the peace 
conference, he felt that he should not 
be called upon to make a formal reply 
to Justice Goff’s inquiry. 

Misunderstanding Arises. 

According to the statement, there 
was a misunderstanding between the 
president and the committee. 

The president informed the Irishmen 
he had only agreed to receive them, 
accept their resolution, ands hear any 


argument he might offer. Justice Goff, 


however, stated he understood that the 
president had agreed to be questioned 
as to what his attitude would be. 

“The president then said,” the state- 
ment reads, “that he was in thorough 
accord with the aspirations voiced by 
the judge and had been for a long 
time; that all he meant to say was that 
he should not be called upon as the 
head of one of the governments taking 
part in the peace conference to state 
his official attitude no matter what his 
personal feelings might be; that he was 
not unfriendly to the cause as we pre- 
sent it, but that it was a very delicate 
and complicated situation with which 
he had to contend and that with a sit- 
uation like that to meet he must be 
allowed to meet it by methods which 
seemed best to him and not use a 
method that might injure the cause 
instead of helping it.” | 


Irish Had Stood by Him. 

Frank P: Walsh, former joint chair- 
man of the war labor board, also ad- 
dressed the president, the statement 
said, calling to his attention the fact 
that people of Irish blood had stood 
solidly behind the president when he 
declared that the war was for the right 
and liberty of small nations. 

The president, according to the state- 
ment, interrupted to say, “ I agree with 
your argument. Yes, I agree with 
what you say.” 

Mr. Walsh closed by urging the pres- 
ident to use “his powerful influence ” 
to insure that the delegates elected by 
the people of Ireland were given every 
opportunity to present their cause to 
the peace conference. In answer to 
a question from the president, Mr. 
Walsh said he did not ask an answer 
to his request at this time. 

The president turned to Judge Goff 
and explained that the Irish question 
had not yet been presented to the peace 
conference and “ when this case comes 
up I will have to use my best judgment 
as to how to act.”

NATION BACKS 
PLAN, SAYS, 
DESPITE SENATE 


Scores His Foes in 
New York Speech 
Before Sailing. 


BULLETIN. 

New York, March 5—12:30 a. m. 
—President Wilson went aboard 
the U. 8. S. George Washington at 
12:05 this morning with Mrs. Wil- 
son and other members of his party. 
The steamship is scheduled to sail 
for France at 8:15 a. m. today. 

A company of marines stood guard 
at the pier, and their bugler sound- 
ed attention as the automobile car- 
rying Mr. Wilson and his wife drove 
up. Only secret service men and 
detectives were allowed on the 
pier. 

New York, March 4.—President 
son told the American péople in an 
address here tonight on the eve of his 
return to Paris that he was going 
back to the peace conference to battle 
with renewed vigor for creation of a 
league of nations. 

“The first thing I am going to tell 
the people on the other side of the wa- 
ter is that an overwhelming majority 
of the American people is in favor of 
the league of nations,” the president 
said. 

Speaking after former President Taft 
had expounded the main features of the 
proposed covenant of nations, Mr. Wil- 
son told the vast audience which filled 
the Metropolitan Opera house, his opin- 
ions of opponents of the league plan 
in America. 

Opera House Is Jammed. 

The opera house was jammed to ca- 
pacity when President Wilson and Mr. 
Taft appeared arm in arm on the stage. 
The audience rose and remained stand- 
ing until they were seated. When Mr. 
Wilson ¢ame forward to speak his hear- 
ers cheered for three minutes while a 
band played “I Won’t Come Back 
Till [t's Over Over There.” 

Gov. Smith of New York presided 
and introduced both President Wilson 
and Mr. Taft. President Wilson ar- 
rived at the opera house at 8:25 o’clock. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Wilson. : 

Enrico Caruso, introduced by Gov. 
Smith, sang the “ Star-Spangled Ban- 


ner.” 
Crowds Line Streets. 


Long before the president reached 
the opera house great crowds had col- 
lected along Broadway and Seventh 
avenue, while hundreds of policemen, 
the strongest guard ever provided in 
this city, were stationed at every few 
paces around the building. ‘ 

One hour before the doors were 
thrown open to the few thousands 
who had been able to obtain tickets, 
twenty inspectors from police head- 
quarters searched the opera house 
from cellar to uppermost’ gallery. 
Roofs of buildings near by were also 
searched. 

Not a Party Issue. 


“No party has the right to appro- 
priate this issue, and no party will 
in the long run dare oppose it,” Presi- 
dent Wilson said.

threads of the treaty tied to the cove- 
nant that you cannot dissect the 
covenant from the treaty without de- 
stroying the whole structure.” 

Notice to Outlaw Nations. 

Asserting that the league of nations 
is “meant as a notice to all outlaw 
nations that the great peoples of the 
world will no longer tolerate interna. 
tional crimes,” the president said “ Eu.

CLYNE RETURNS; 
TALKS OF MIXUP

District Attorney Charles F.. Clyne 
returned to his office in the federal 
building yesterday after a flying trip 
to Washington, where he went to con- 
fer with Attorney General Gregory 
and his successor nominate, A. Mitchell 
Palmer.

THE SENATE RESOLUTION. 
The resolution signed by thirty-seven member 
of the senate upon the Paris covenant may be 
interpreted as a notice to the president that the co- 
ordinate branch of the government has not abdi- 
cated its constitutional function respecting foreign 
relations.

Wilson has declared that the covenant, drawn by 
the British government and passed upon by a 
commission having no representative from the sen- 
ate, and selected without the advice or concurrence 
of the senate, must be accepted without change or 
amendment by the senate.

BULLETS AND BALLOTS. 

The use of violence to achieve a political pur- 
pose is opposed to American tradition and the 
fundamental principles of our government. We 
believe that the wishes of the majority of the peo- 
ple can best be expressed at the polls, and we 
do not look kindly upon those who want to substi- 
tute machine guns for ballots. 

The attitude of Secretary of Labor Wilson is in 
accord with the general American feeling in this 
respect. At the national conference of governors 
Secretary Wilson said it would be the policy of 
his department to deport all persons who advocate 
the overthrow of the government by force, but 
he stipulated that no one would be deported simply 
because he was a radical. 

The constitution, as we are often told, guarantees 
freedom of speech. As long as this privilege is 
not used to arouse violence or disordér there can 
be no legitimate complaint. Certain radicals have 
protested bitterly against the operation of the 
espionage acy during the course of the war. They 
contended the government was violating funda- 
mental. human rights. | 

This protest takes no account of the emergency 
that then existed. Justice Holmes, in a decision 
just rendered by the Supreme court, said: “We 
admit that in many places and in ordinary times 
the defendants, saying all that was said in the 
circular, would have been within their constitu- 
tional rights. But the character of every act de- 
pends on the circumstance in which it was done.” 
A man might cry “fire” out on the open prairie 
without doing any harm, but in a theater it might 
result in the loss of many lives. — 

In the same way we can now permit things to 
be said that would have been dangerous during 
the war. But every true American will insist on 
the restriction that nothing shall be said advo- 
cating the seizure of government by force. 


SIR HORACE PLUNKETT. 


There is perhaps no one in Ireland with more 
fundamental sanity and yet with more sincere 
sympathy for Irish aspirations than Sir Horace 
Plunkett. His extraordinary services to Ireland, 
especially in fostering the agricultural coidpera- 
tive movement, entitle him to speak with more 
than usual authority with respect to Irish ‘prob- 
lems. He has earned the respect of his most 
pronounced opponents. 

As a speaker Sir Horace has a poise and a 
charm of manner which would win him a hearing 
in any gathering. Many of his audience at the 
Irish Fellowship club did not believe in “his policy 
of conciliation as a solution of the Irish situation, 
but they could not resist his conciliatory manner. 

Sir Horace has had especial opportunities to 
study the American as well as the Irish tempera- 
ment. He spent ten years as a ranchman in Mon- 
tana, and it was this experience which suggested 
the agricultural work. he later yndertook in Ire- 
land. 

Sir Horace is not an extremist. He does not 
believe an independent Irish republic is a wise or 
practical proposal at the present time. But he 
does believe Irish problems should be settled by 
Irishmen in Ireland, and his gospel is chiefly one 
of eradicating the differences, reltgious, political, 
and economic, which have divided the country into 
violently contending groups. 

It would be helpful for our understanding of 
Ireland in this country if Sir Horace could speak 
in all the principAi cities and to all who are inter- 
ested in Irish matters. A tour of this kind could 
not but redound eventually for the good of Ire- 
land herself. |

HEALTH OF FOREIGN BORN. 
EARLY 3 per cent of our popula- 
tion are away from work on ac- 
count of sickress all the time. 
The part who are sick this week 
may be well and back at work next 
week, but another 3 per cent will have 
taken their places on the sick call. 
When labor is scarce it is made all the 
more scarce by the high sickriess rate. 
Sometimes an expensive machine will 
have to lie idle because the man who¢ 
‘ran it is sick. When times are hard 
| those who work must share their bread 
with the 3 per cent who are idle from 
{llness. 

Statistics show that the sickness rates 
are generally higher among the foreign 
born and the children of the foreign born 
om among the native stock. The expe- 

neces of the war have proven to us that 
this was not necessary. I think when we 
get the statistics that they will show that 
our boys of foreign stock were healthier 
than those of the old native stock. 

This proves that, given the same en- 
vironment, the same housing, food, water 
protection, and general health service, 
the boys born abroad or sons of parents 
born abroad are the healthier. It proves 
that the higher death rates among our 
foreign stocks are due to the poor parts 
of town in which they usually live, the 
poorer houses in which they live, the 
dirtier streets and alleys, the more over- 
flowing garbage cans, and the generally 
poorer health conditions. Give them a 


Furthermore, speaking generally, the 
foreign born living in this country and 
their children have higher death rates 
than they had in the old country. It 


takes about two generations for them to 
get where they are able to get a fair 
chance, 


Dublin has made a comparative study 
of the death rates among the racial ele- 
ments in New York state on which I 
will draw for some facts for this article 
and the one for tomorrow. 

RUSSIANS—According to the last cen- 
sus there were 660,000 Russians in New 
York state. Under the head Russians 
are grouped Russian Jews, making up 
one-half the total, Poles, and true Rus- 
sians. 3 

The death rate of the Russians was 
only 7.56 as compared with 15.9 for the 
native stocks—a rate much lower than 
that of the native stock. The rate for 
children under 10 is not much more than 
one-fifth that of the native stock. The 
good showing made by this group Dub- 
lin attributes to the influences of the 
Jews. Nowoselsky says that the Jews 
in Russia: have a death rate only half 
that of the other Russians. 

The Russians in New York have a 
much lower consumption rate than the 
natives. Korosy says that in Budapest 
Jews have a consumption rate only about 
one-half as high as that of the natives. 
The Russians in New York have a lower 
pneumonia rate than the native stocks 
On the other hand, they have more can- 
cer and Bright’s disease. They suffer 
fewer deaths from violence. All in aii,

THE LOAN SHARK AGAIN, 

Chicago, Feb. 28.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.]—On Aug. -5, 1914, I bor- 
rowed $200 from a loan shark and 
signed a note for $250, payable in ten 
months at the rate of $25 per month. As 
the war started, I lost my position due 
to slackness in business and fell behind 
in my payments. I soon got a position 
with a certain bank, but in June, 1915, 
this bank closed its doors and I was 
again without a position. As my taxes 
and interest became due on my. home I 
was forced to explain to this loan shark 
my circumstances. This was Sept. 30, 
1915. At this time I had only paid back 
$125 of the money borrowed. As I had 
to pay my taxes, etc., he said he would 
let me have $125 more and give me back 
my notes and paper on the old loan pro- 
vided I sign a note for $300, which I did. 
However, I was not employed at that 
time and gave him a mortgage on my 
furniture and also signed an assignment 
in “ blank.” 

I secured a position on Nov. 1, 1915. 
Up to November, 1917, I had paid him 
back of this new loan $260. 


to pay the balance of $40, so I could get 
my note and papers back, but was in- 
formed by the girl in the office that she 
would give me a receipt for the $40, but 
that there would be more interest due, 
which I would have to pay before I could 
get my papers back. This I refused to

ever, having filled in my assignment, 
Stating that I signed same on May 17, 
1917, although I never was tn their office 
nor did I sign anything after Sept. 30, 
1915. I explained to my employer the 
circumstances, but my salary was held 
up until September, 1918, and in the 
meantime I, had to see how I could get 
along until my employer saw fit to re- 
lease my salary. Now this shark not 
only ruined my standing with the com- 
pany I am with but caused me consider- 
able trouble by having my salary held 
up. I have written several letters ask- 
ing him to return my papers, but have 
not received any reply.

The substitution of electric power 
for horse power in the street car lines 
of New York offered a fruitful chance 
for the most noxious type of dealing 
between business men and politicians. 
The franchises granted by New York 
were granted without any attempt to 
secure from the grantees returns, in 
the way of taxation or otherwise, for 


the value received. The fact that they | 


were thus granted by improper 
favoritism, |ja favoritism which in many 
cases was unquestionably secured by 
downright /bribery, led to all kinds of 
trouble.

Platt Calls Him Altruist. 


Senator Platt’s letter ran in part as 
follows: 

“When the subject of your nomina- 
tion was under consideration, there was 
one matter that gave me real anxiety. 
I think you will have no trouble in 
appreciating the fact that it was not 
the matter of your independence. I 
think we have got far enough along 
in- our political acquaintance for you 
to see that my support in a convention 
does not imply subsequent ‘ demands,’ 
nor any other relation that may not 
reasonably exist for the welfare of the 
party. The thing that did bother 
me was this: I had heard from a good 
many sources that you were a little 
loose on the relations of capital and 
labor, on trusts and combinations, and, 
indeed, on those numerous questions 
which have recently arisen in politics 
affecting the security of earnings and 
the right of a man to run his own busi- 
ness in his own way, with due respect 
of course to the Ten Commandments and 
the penal code. Or, to get at it even 
more clearly, I understood from a num- 
ber of business men, and among them 
many of your own personal friends, 
that you entertained various altruistic 
ideas, ail very well in their way, but 
which before they could safely be put 
into law needed very profound consider- 
ation. . .. You have just adjourned 
a legislature which created a good opin- 
ion throughout the state. I congratu- 
late you heartily upon this fact because 
I sincerely believe, as everybody else 
does, that this good impression exists 
very largely as a result of your per- 
sonal influence in the legislative cham- 
bers. But at the last moment, and to 
my very great surprise, you did a thing 
which has caused the business com- 
munity of New York to, wonder how 
far the notions of populism, as laid 
down in Kansas and Nebraska, have 
taken hold upon the Republican party of 
the state of New York.” 


His Reply to Platt. 


My letter in reply in part was as fol- 
lows: 

“TI knew that you had just the feel- 
ings that you describe; that is, apart 
from my ‘ impulsiveness,’ you felt that 
there was a justifiable anxiety among 
men of means, and especially men rep- 
resenting large corporate interests, lest 
I might feel too strongly on what you 
term the ‘ altruistic’ side in matters of

I know that when parties 
divide on such issues {as Bryanism] the 
tendency is to force everybody into one 
of two camps, and to throw out entirely 
men like myself, who are as strongly

wealth, but who also feel strongiy that 
many of these representatives of enor- 
mous corporate wealth have themselves 
been responsible for a portion of the 
conditions against which Bryanism is in 
ignorant revolt. I do not believe that 
it is wise or safe for us as a party to 
take refuge in mere negatYon and to 
say that there are no evils to be cor- 
rected. It seems to me that our atti- 
tude should be one of correcting the 
evils and thereby showing that, whereas 
the Populists, Socialists, and others 
really do not correct the evils at all, or 
else: only do so at the expense of pro- 
ducing others in aggravated form, on 
the contrary we Republicans hold the 
just balance and set ourselves as reso- 
lutely against improper corporate influ- 
ence on the one hand as against dema- 
gogy and mob rule on thé other. I 
understand perfectly that such an atti- 
tude of moderation ‘ft apt to be misun- 
derstood when greatly ex- 
cited and when victory is apt to rest 
with the extremists on one sidé 6r the 
other; yet I think it is in the long run 
the only wise attitude. ... I appre- 


ciate absolutely [what Mr. Platt had, 


said] that any applause I get will be 
too evanescent for a moment's consider- 
ation. I appreciate absolutely that the 
«people who now loudly approve of my 
action in the franchise tax Dill 
forget all- about it in a fortnight, and 
that, on the other hand, the very power- 
ful interests adversely affected will 
always remember it. . . [The lead- 
ers] urged upon me that I personally 
could not afford to take this action, for 
under no circumstances could I ever 
/again be nominated for any public office, 
as no corporation would subscribe to a 
campaign fund if I was on the ticket, 
and that they would subscribe most 
heavily to beat me; and when I asked 
if this were true of Republican carpora- 
tions, the cynical answer was made that 
the corporations that subscribed most 
heavily to the campaign funds sub- 
scribed impartially to both party or- 
ganizations. Under all these circum- 
Stances, it seemed to me there was no 
alternative but to do what I could to 
secure the passage of the Dill.”

Undertaker’s Profit Small. 


“The undertaker makes little profit 


on funerals. The association will be 
giad to cotperate in any investigation 
of an undertaker where an unfair 
bill is shown.

I re- 
member meeting an undertaker in the 
court one day and he asked me to 
help him get a bill allowed. It was 
for $375. He told me the insurance 
was only $500 and there was a widow 
and two children. He said he had 
sold the woman a $200 casket. 

“I told him he had no right to do 
this and I would recommend that the 
bill be trimmed, 

“The Poles, Italians, and others in 

the foreign born colonies insist on 
elaborate funerals. 
“If there is a solution of this prob- 
lem I do not know it. We need in 
Chicago a board composed of under- 
takers who will make rules for this 
business and discipline members of 
the profession.

With deep appreciation of all they did, 
I send my heartiest greetings through 
you to the war working women of 
the state.” 

“IT have often been indignant when 
I have read at the bottof of a long 
account of some state activity, ‘and 
the women of the state assisted,’” Dr. 
Shaw said. “ The fact is that the war 
was won because in every state the 
women worked side by side with the 
men. 

“We are told that women should be 
like the men and I have been told 
that I have a man’s brain. I have 
not felt proud over that, because I 
do not know what’s man’s. brain I 
have. 


No Woman at Peace Table. 

“I feel that our government has 
failed signally as regards giving wom- 
en the recognition they deserve. Some 
women died deaths that the men do 
not even dare think of. The men died 
in honor, but we hear nothing of the 
women whose sufferings were so hor- 
rible that the men cannot even speak 
of them. Yet you will find no woman 
around the peace table. 

“It made my blood boil this morn- 
ing to read that our senators had 
signed a pact to make a political issue 
out of the world’s heart blood. If the 
men around the peace table cannot 
form a plan to stop further wars, shall 
women keep silence any longer? If 
women are permitted to have no voice 
sin congress, if they are not consulted 


around the peace table, or if they have 
‘no voice in any other affairs, then it 
is time for the women to declare ‘ we 
shall provide no more sons for war.’ 

“The government should never ap- 
point a woman’s committee any more 
than it appoints a man’s committee, 
but there should be women on every 
committee for war work, from the ship- 
ping board down. The sex idea must 
be put out of the way everywhere.” 

Mrs. Bowen read a report in which 
she told of the work done by the wom- 
en’s organizations in Illinois. The value 
of community councils was explained 
by Elliott Dunlap Smith of Washing- 
-ton, D. C.

ASHINGTON, D. C., March 4. 

—Capt. Bassett, executive of- 

ficer at the Great Lakes Naval 

Station, reported to Secretary 
Daniels today that the printed reports 
regarding the arrests at that station 
were “sensational and grossly exag- 
gerated.” 

Capt. Bassett’s report says: 

“ Referring to your telegram, the re- 
ports carried in the newspaper ac- 
counts exaggerated the facts. Mosco- 
vitz and another man who had had 
financial dealings in connection with 
releases were recalled to active duty 
for investigation. While being ques- 
tioned in the aid for information office 
in Chicago Moscovitz attempted suicide 
by jumping from a window and died 
several hours later in a hospital. 

“An investigation shows that only 
a few enlisted men were involved and 
that they evidently accepted money 
under false pretenses, as so far no 
evidence has been found that any man 
has been discharged through fraud.

Cheered Her When II. 


“ Didn't he come to me when I was 
ill with the ‘flu,’ when he thought he 
could cheer me up? He was with me 
from morning to night. He was a 
friend and comrade.” 

“ Were you engaged to be married?” 
she was asked. 

“ No, we were just good pals, he and 
I. He came to see me often and we 
went to the movies together or to the 
corner for ice cream. I know that 
jackies don’t have much money to 
spend and I didn’t want him to spend 
money on me. He never had big sume 
of money, that’s another reason that 
makes it ridiculous to hear of htm 
being charged with grafting big 
amounts.” 

His Last Letter. 

According to a telephone “tip” to 
the city editor of THe Trreuns the 
young woman and the dead sailor were 
sweethearts and many letters passed 
between them. 

“That’s not true,” she said, “I 
wrote only one letter to him. He wrote 
two after his discharge and severa! 
times to me while he was at the naval 
station. Here is his last letter to ‘me, 
it was written last Tuesday: 

“* Let me know how everything is at 
home. Hope you are feeling better by 
this time. Do you intend to go back 
to work? I have several business op- 
portunities, but have not decided upon 
any one. My father is pretty ill. I 
am very much afraid of his age—being 
so sick. How are the folks? Give 
them my best regards. Answer at 
once. Waiting to hear from you. I 
will close with love and regards.’ 


‘Tells of Visit Home 


“He wrote me one right after his 
discharge. He left here Friday night 
and arrived in Detroit on Saturday. 
He sent it special delivery, so I would 
get it on Sunday. In this one he said: 

“* Just a few lines, dear, to let you 
know that I arrived safely and found 
all well. It certainly was a great sur- 
prise for the folks. I was intending to 
make the rounds visiting all the rela- 
tives. I am sending this special de- 
livery so you can get it on Sunday (he 
left Friday night). I have been think- 
ing of you all week since I left. Father 
was glad to see me and I was just as 
glad to see him. Let me know how 
you are feeling. I might be back be- 
fore Sunday. Of course I have to get 
my ‘civies’ ready. I am tired, however, 
from running around and traveling. 
Let me know, dear, what you are do- 
ing. Give my regards to the folks. 
Will close with love and regards.’ 

“Women Lures Lies.” 

Her brother Dave entered the room 
with the evening papers. She asked 
what news there was, she says.

Dandruff Goes! 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Orange Omelet. 


Fruit omelets are none too easy to 
make for the reason that the egg part 
of the omelet must be seasoned or 
flavored so as to blend well with the fill- 
ing. Acold filling is not desirable except 
on a hot morning in summer, and then 


one needs to have an omelet of con-| 


siderable size or it will be-cooled too 
much by the filling. 

There is no need of any omelet being 
tough, and a fruit omelet loses all its 
elegance if the solid part is tough. It 
is too hot a pan that makes the tough 
omelet. Heat the pan so that a table- 
spoon of butter will quickly melt in 
it. but not brown, and turn the fire 
down at least half after the egg is 
poured in the 


A hot filling ar be prepared be- 
fore the eggs are beaten. For an 
orange filling for a four egg omelet 
take one large orange, cu’ in halves 
from pole to pole, take out the pith 
that extends down from the stem, cut 
across the pulp in each direction, and 
then scrape it out with a spoon. There 
should be three-fourths of a cup of it 
and juice when oné of the largest of 
the oranges is use.

Penrod Maybe, 
but Not Quite the 
Penrod You Know 


BY SHEPPARD BUTLER. 


Were I a playwright, I would as 


soon be given the task of dramatizing 


the trout streams of northern Wiscon- 
sin as of harnessing Penrod Schofield 
and putting him behind the footlights. 
The elfin humor of Booth Tarking- 
ton’s eternal small boy, his irrepres- 
sible high spirits, and his keen, racy 
zest for adventure are not of the 
theater. Tarkington and Tarkington 
alone, now that Mark Twain is dead, 
is the genial necromancer who can 
evoke these impish wraiths of your 
past and mine, and they stand for 
no second-hand magic. 

I suspected this before I went to 
the Olympic last evening, and now I 
am convinced of it. 

This is not to imply that “ Pen- 
rod,” the play, as worked out by Ed- 
ward E. Rose, does not provide an en- 
tertaining evening. It is a diverting 
exhibition of whut two or three know- 
ing child actors can do in the way of 
developing unexpected resourcefulness 
in play acting, and it has a plot of 
sorts, and all that. 


But there is not much Tarkington in 
it. You wiil find it rather an amusing 
travesty of what he has written, skim. 
ming lightly over the episodic surface 
of things without getting very deep into 
tne heart of the matter. The Penrod of 
the play is a droll figure, to be sure, but 
pot quite 2a human being. 

It’s a naive bit of entertainment, 
though, and if you approach it in a 
properly uncritical spirit you probably 
will enjoy it. Renrod on the stage is a 
“ deteckatuf,” leading a band of sleuths 
which comprises hts chum, Sam Wil- 
liams, and his dusky vassals Herman 
and Verman: They need some one to 
“ shadow,” and find him in the person 
of an offensively sleek admirer of Pen- 
rod’s elder sister, Margaret. 

An tronic remark of Penrod’s father, 
overheard and taken literally, con- 
vinces them that their quarry is a 
horse thief, and they proceed to make 
his life miserable. At the climax of 
things Sam ‘Williams produces his fa- 
ther’s revolver and dares Penrod to see 
if it will go off. The result appears to 
be disastrous, and Penrod starts off on 
a self-imposed exile, only to be turned 
back and confronted with the surpris- 
ing information that he has routed a 
house breaker and unmasked a real 
crook, 

A youngster named Andrew Lawlor 
plays Penrod, and does it capitally— 
‘far better, I should say, than could
